In withdrawing from a contest in 
which he was never officially en- 
tered, except through the desire of 
his friends, Lownes said he was 
keeping in mind that there was a 
gubernatorial campaign involved 
this year and he thought harmony 
should be uppermost in the minds 
il all loyal party workers. 

Magistrate Lownes' statement 
follows: 

"Last week it was brought to my 
attention that friends of mine have 
been proposing my name as a can- 
didate for the State Legislature. 1 
wish to state at this time that 1 
have not been or do not intend *,o 
be a candidate for that office. I 
am personally satisfied with the 
present political situation and. fur- 
thermore, I believe we are fortunate 
in the type of party leadership we 
enjoy in Lower Merion Township 
and Montgomery County." 

When Magistrate Lownes was 
asked to go into details he declared 
he had no intentions of amplifying 
his statement as he thought it said 
enough.

Senator Brands Rumor False 
About Savings of Italians 



Rumors circulated in Lansdalc 
and other sections of Montgomeiy 
County that the savings accounts of 
first generation Italians would be 
confiscated were dispelled in a state- 
ment made by Senator Franklin 
Spencer Edmonds in the State Sen- 
ate Harrisburg last Wednesday. 

He said: 

"I have been advised from various 
parts of the County where Italians 
3l the first generation reside that 
:hcre has been a rumor circulated 
among them to the effect that the 
government intends to confiscate 
savings fund accounts, and this ru- 
mor has caused a great deal of con- 
cern to an honest and hard-work- 
ing element in our population 
Moreover, those of us who are ac- 
quainted with the Italian-Americans 
recognize that the vast majority ol 
them are loyal and patriotic citi- 
zens who have acepted the new life 
in America with a full appreciation 
of its responsibilities, and who in- 
tend that they and their children 
will demonstrate their loyalty to the 
country of their choice. In view ol 
these rumors, I wrote to Attorney 
General Biddle and inquired as to 
the policy of the government. Mr. 
Biddle referred my letter to Secre- 
tary Morgenthau, and I have just 
received a letter from Secretary 
Morgenthau-which reads as follows 
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and which I am glad to read be- 
cause it deals with a situation that 
may be noted in other sections ol 
the state. The letter is as follows: 
" 'The Attorney General has 
called my attention to your letter 
of February 6, 1942, discussing the 
harmful effects of rumors circu- 
lating that the Government in- 
tends to seize all bank accounts 
and all property in the name of 
Italian aliens. 

" T want to say that I am fully 
in agreement with you as to the 
insidious effect of these rumors 
As I have repeatedly stated, such 
rumors have no foundation what- 
ever.' 

"We must all appreciate that those 
who are newcomers to America are 
sometimes the victims of unscrupu- 
lous men, and it seems to me im- 
portant that our fellow citizens ol 
recent origin should Understand def- 
initely that there is no intention on 
the part of the federal government 
to disturb their savings accounts. 
One of the banks in Lansdale has 
already made public advertisement 
cf this fact, and I understand that 
the other banks are fulfilling their 
full duty in this matter. I think 
they will be interested to have this 
definite statement from the Secre- 
tary -of the Treasury." 
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Urges More Work 
And Fewer Words 

Women Talk Too Much, 
Says G. O. P. Council 
Speaker 

A warning to the women of this 
nation that "we all talk too 
much," -was *souS*ied Tuesday hy 
Mrs. Charles H. Weis, Jr.. presi- 
dent of the National Federation of 
Republican Women's Clubs, speak- 
ing at a luncheon meeting of the 
Lower Mcrion-Narberth Council of 
Republican Women. 

"We spread rumors and build up 
disturbances," she stated, "and 
while we talk about the need for 
sacrifice, we complain about sugar 
and the rubber shortage.'' 

"We can't win this war if we 
don't give everything we have," 
the Republican leader warned. "In- 
dustry must give up undue profits 
and labor must go to work for as 
many hours as needed to do the 
job of arming our nation." 

The need for continued interest 
in political activities in addition to 
defense work was also stressed by 
the speaker. She reminded her 
audience that "women will be 
largely responsible for keeping the 
Republican party strong. "If the 
two-party system goes," she said, 
"what arc we fighting this war 
Tor?"

Solicitor Advises Move 



Richard L. Miller. Narberth bur- 
gess, has taken over the duties of 
director of defense in Narberlh's 
civilian defense organization. 

Announcement of the change 
whereby Miller succeeds Frank S. 
Challenger in this position was 
made at a meeting of the Narberth 
Defense Council at the Community 
Building, Windsor av., Nirberth, 
last Friday night. 

Challenger, who also holds the 
position of chairman of the Nar- 
berth Defense Council, asked to be 
relieved of his duties as director of 
defense because of work occasioned 
by the two offices and by his own 
business. He will continue in the 
post of chairman of the Narberth 
Defense Council. 

As director of defense, Burgess 
Miller will be the head of the active 
services organized under the spon- 
sorship of the Narberth Defense 
Council. That means that the air 
raid warden organization, the auxi- 
liary firemen and police',' the medi- 
cal unit and others will be under 
nis direction. 

Under an ordinance adopted re- 
cently by the Narberth Borough 
Council, the Burgess is authorized 
to order a blackout and to direct 
enforcement of the provisions of 
the ordinance. In the opinion ol 
the Borough solicitor, it was legally 
necessary for the Burgess to as- 
sume the duties of direotor of de- 
fense. 

The ordinance provides that: 

"Warnings of the beginning and 
termination of such periods shall 
be given through the Borough by a 
system of audible signals which 
shall be publicized by the Burgess." 

As in othe* nearby municipalities 
where similar ordinances, enabling 
to the State Defense Act. have been 
passed it gives power of enforcing 
the regulations to policemen and 
firemen and all members of the 
auxiliary police and fire forces and 
air raid wardens, * 

Penalty for violating any of the 
regulations is a fine of not more 
than $100. recoverable with costs, 
together with judgment or im- 
prisonment not exceeding 30 days if 
the fine and costs shall not be paid 
within ten days.

Taxes due on a return filed for 
'.he calendar year 1941 may be paid 
in full at the time of Uie filing ol 
:he return on or before March 16, 
1942. The tax may. at the option 
ol the taxpayer, be paid in four 
pqual installments instead of in a 
single payment. In which case the 
first installment is to be paid on 
or before March 16, the second on 
or before June 15. Uie third on or 
oefore September 15. and the fourth 
on or before December 15, 1942. If 
the taxpayer elects to pay his tax 
In four installments, each of the 
four installments must be equal in 
amount, but any installment may 
be paid, at the election of the tax. 
payer, prior to the time prescribed 
for its payment. If an installment 
is not paid in full on or before the 
amount of the tax remaining un- 
paid is required to be paid upon 
notice and demand from the col- 
lector. 

The tax must be paid to the col- 
lector of internal revenue for the 
district in which the taxpayer's re- 
turn is required to be filed, that is 
to the collector for the district in 
date fixed for its payment, the whole 
which is located the taxpayer's legal 
residence or principal place of busi- 
ness, or if he has no legal residence 
or principal place of business in 
the United States, then to the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue at Balti- 
more, Maryland. 

The tax due. if any, should be 
paid in cash at the collector's office 
or by check or money order payable 
to "Collector of Internal Revenue." 
In the case of payment in cash, the 
taxpayer should in every instance 
require and the collector should 
furnish a receipt. In the case of 
payments made by -check or money 
order, however, the cancelled check 
or the money order receipt is usually 
a sufficient receipt.
